from their atomic power research, 


development and production. 

Such specifications might speed 
the day on which atomic energy 
can be used for peacetime pur- 
poses, though the over-all con- 
trolling factor in. this situation at 
present is the necessity for aiming 
the atomic energy program toward 
defense. 

The interest of industry in par- 
ticipating in peacetime develop- 
ment has been retarded by un- 
certainties as to how it would be 
allowed to utilize the results of 
its work, the NSRB said, adding 
that the uncertainties stem from 
— of the Atomic Energy 

ct. 

Urges Co-operative Action. 

The NSRB recommended 
that the. Atomic Energy Commis- 
gion consult with the Depart- 
ment of Interior, the Federal 
Power Commission and other 
agencies and draft an amendment 
to the act setting out the condi- 
tions under which interests could 
operate, including patent rights, 
availability of fissionable mate- 
rials and allocation of costs. 

The report was made up of 
romments and recommendations 
on the formal recommendations 
made earlier this year by the 
President’s Materials Policy Com- 
mission, which was headed by 
William C. Paley, board chairman 
pf the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. 

Recommendation No. 55 of the 
Materials Policy Commission was: 

“That the present co-operative 
arrangements between the Atom- 
fc Energy Commission and pri- 
vately owned electric utility com- 
panies and other interested com- 

anies and groups for develop- 

g economical ways to obtain 
electric power from atomic 
sources be continued, and that 
the tempo of developmental work. 
in this field be kept at the max- 
imum level permitted by urgent 
security demands upon supplies 
of fissionable materials and 
technical personnel engaged in 
the atomic energy program. 

The NSRB said this. position 
was concurred in by the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Defense 
Production Administration, the 
Department of Agriculture, the 
Department of Defense, the De- 

artment of the Interior and the 
Federal Power Commission. — 

Text of NSRB’s Proposition. 

Here is the full text of the 
NSRB report on Recommenda- 
tion No. 55: 

“Co-operation between the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
private groups toward the devel- 
opment of electric power from 
atomic sources has been in effect 
for several years. The commis- 
gion’s recommendation that this 
co-operation Ps continued to a 
maximum degree consistent with 
security is therefore a statement 
of approval of present policy. 

“The recommendation can be 
interpreted as questioning the ap-' 
portionment of effort between 
military and civilian uses of 
atomic energy. As the present 
security position of the United 
States is heavily dependent on 
atomic weapons, the margin of 
government atomic energy effort 
available for civilian programs is 
necessarily small.

Manslaughter Warrant to 
Be Sought Against 
Youth in Wreck Fatal 
to Father of Six. 


“Criminal carelessness” on the 
part of Paul E. Belleville, 18- 
year-old Army private who is ab- 
sent without. leave from Fort

P. Nichols, a coroner’s jury de- 
cided today. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney 

Clark S. Frazier announced he 
will apply for a warrant charg- 
ing Belleville with manslaughter. 
In a statement to police, 
youth has admitted he stole an 
automobile and was driving it at 
a speed of 60 miles an hour 
Tuesday night when the machine 
skidded against Nichols’s automo- 
bile at Pennsylvania avenue and 
Upton street. 
Two other youths and a 16- 
year-old girl who were sitting in 
the front seat with Belleville 
when the crash occurred remain- 
ed in custody today. They con- 
tended at the inquest that they 
did not know the automobile in 
which they went for a wild ride 
was stolen. 


Verdict in 5 Minutes. 


The coroner’s jury returned its 
verdict against Belleville after 
less than five minutes’ delibera- 
tion. The youth, clad in blue jeans 
and a black-and-yellow-checked 
shirt open at the neck, heard the 
pronouncement without any show 
of emotion. During the greater 
part of the proceedings, however, 
he presented a picture of dejec- 
tion, sitting with head lowered, 
staring fixedly at the floor. 
When the widow of Nichols took 
the stand, Belleville raised his 
eyes, regarded her for a moment, 
and then lowered his head again. 
The youth declined to testify 
after Coroner Patrick Taylor in- 
formed him that any statement he 
made could be used against him. 
His three companions, who had 
talked freely when questioned by 
police who arrested them last 
Wednesday, were not so com- 
municative at the inquest. They 
were Ivanell Benbrook, 16-year- 
old waitress at a drive-in restau- 
rant; Donald Hugh Blasingame, 
17, and Forrest Allen Parker, 20. 


Girl’s Testimony. 


The girl asserted that she did 
not know how fast Belleville was 
driving when the accident oc- 
curred. She had told police she 
saw the speedometer register 102 
miles an hour at one time, and 
believed the speed was “about 
70” just before the collision. 

Blasingame likewise testified 
he did not know how fast the 
machine was going..

Hogan said Clemente, secretary 
and business agent of local 856, 
ran a “domain” covering miles of 
docks on the East river, around 
the tip of Manhattan, and a short 
distance up the Hudson river. 
The prosecutor also said Cle- 
mente’s friends include “the big- 
gest and the littlest people in the 
underworld.” 

A grand jury indictment ac- 
cused Clemente and Cosmos, also 
a business agent, of extorting 
$2500 from the John W. McGrath 
Corp., a stevedoring firm, be- 
tween July 1 and Dec. 15, by 
threatening “trouble” if McGrath 
did not employ a hiring boss of 
their choosing. Both were 
charged with extortion, coercion 
and conspiracy. 

$11,000 Gift Cited. 


During the State Crime Com- 


waterfront, Clemente was named 
in testimony by an official of an- 
other stevedoring company as the 
recipient of $11,000 to help pay 
the costs of a Biltmore Hotel 
wedding party for Clemente’s 
daughter in September 1951. Tes- 
timony showed repayment of the 
money was neither asked for nor 
made. 

The State Crime Commission 
recessed hearings last Friday un- 
til next month.

For Strength in Spirit. 

“It is my conviction,” he said, 
“that the great struggle of our 
time is for ... the hearts and 
souls of men—their very inner- 
most souls.

The President-elect said Zhu- 
kov insisted the Russians appeal 
“to higher and nobler” things, 
including the glory of the Soviet 
Union. 

Eisenhower said “‘the basic rea- 
son for our form of government” 
was that all men were created to 
be free and equal. 

“But I knew it would be no 
good to appeal to him on that 
basis,” Eisenhower added. “It 
would be no good to talk to him 
about our form of government, 
founded on religion.” 

Sense of Religion Essential. 

The President-elect said this 
country’s form of government 
“makes no sense unless it is 
founded on a deep sense of re- 
ligion.” 

“If we are going to win this 
fight we are going to have to go 
back to the. fundamentals,” he 
said. “If we can be strong enough 
to sell ourselves this idea at home, 
we can win this ideological war.” 

Eisenhower and four top offi- 
cials of the new administration 
met for two and one-quarter 
hours with representatives of the 
Committee on the Present Dan- 
ger, an organization created to 
alert the nation to the danger of 
Communism at home and abroad. 

Dr. James B. Conant, president 
of Harvard nUiversity and chair- 
man of the committee, issued a 
brief statement after the session 
saying:

Air pressure from the thunder- 
ous wall of snow hurled the bus 


from a bridge into a frozen river. |’ 


The bus was enroute from 
Langen, on the Arlberg moun- 
tain, to the skiing resorts of Stu- 
ben, Zuers and Lech. The tour- 
ists, most of them Britons, had 
arrived by the Zurich-Vienna ex- 
press train and boarded the bus. 

One mile out of Langen the 
avalanche struck, just as the bus 
was about to cross a bridge. 

The entire able-bodied popula- 
tion of Langen turned out for 
rescue work. 

The bus driver escaped and 
brought news of the disaster. Po- 
lice said he would be questioned 
why he took the road he selected, 
because it had been closed to 
traffic owing to danger from 
avalanches.

STRIKE INJUNCTIO 


Judge Extends Bar on 
_ Walkout Delays Ruling 
on Taft-Hartley Law’s 
Conetitutionslity, 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Dee. 22 (AP) 
~—United States District Judge 
John Knight today extended in- 
definitely a temporary restraining 
order enjoining the CIO United 
Steel Workers union from striking 
at the Dunkirk plant of the 
American Locomotive Co. 


Judge Knight had no comment 
on the CIO’s move to test the con- 


stitutionality of the 80-day in- 
junction provision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

He said, however, that he had 
extended the temporary order so 
he would have more time to con- 
sider the legal aspects of the case 
in order that justice would be 


best served. He gave no indica- 
tion when he would act further 
on the case. 

On Strike 107 Days. , 

The 1500 workers ended a 107- 
day strike on Dec. 12 when 
Judge Knight issued the tempo- 
rary restraining order which was 
to have expired this afternoon. 

The plant produces _ nickel- 
plated pide used at Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission installations. 

This is the first time in the 
five-year existence of the contro- 
versial Taft-Hartly law that its 
constitutionality has been at- 
tacked. Previously, the union has 
sought congressional repeal of the 
measure. 

Contentions of CIO. 

In arguments here last Thurs- 
day on the show-cause order, 
Arthur J. Goldberg of Washing- 
ton, general counsel of the CIO, 
contended the injunction clause 
was unconstitutional because: 

1, It gave the courts power to 
step into a case which did not 
involve a legal dispute. 

2. It gave the courts super- 
vision over a purely administra- 
tive function of Government. 

3. It subjected the courts to 
supervision by administrative 
offices of Government. 

Counsel for the company did 
not dispute the Government's re- 
quest, but the company said it did 
not seek the injunction. 

Edward H. Hickey, special as- 
sistant to the United States At- 
torney General, argued the courts 
long had recognized that the 


Government had an interest in);

Coach Buddy Parker’s Detroit- 
ers reached pro football’s biggest 
game by thumping the defending 
N.F.L. champion Los Angeles 
Rams 31-21 here yesterday in a 
post-season game to break a first 
place divisional tie. 


The Lion’s surprise weapon was 
a play used only twice. Each 
time Quarterback Bobby Layne 
handed off to a halfback who 
raced wide as if to skirt the end.

Immigration Act to Go Into 
Effect Wednesday; What It Does 


iQne Week Later a Presidential Study Com- 
mission Will Denounce It and |

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The 


new McCarran-Walter Immigra- 
tion Act will take effect Christ- 
mas Eve. One week later a presi- 


dential study commission will de- 
nounce it and suggest changes. 

Although Democrats 
who object to the law most bit- 
terly are going out of office, this 
issue may not die. The act was 
passed with bipartisan backing in 
Congress. It has bipartisan op- 
position there now. 

President-elect Eisenhower 
lined up on the side of the law’s 
critics during the campaign, say- 
ing “we must not lose our great 
place as a haven for the political- 
ly oppressed in the world.” 

Congressional supporters who 
urged passage of the bill on the 
ground that “changes can be made 
later,” now are set to urge delay 
“to see how the law works.” 

What Law Does. 
The law does two things: 

1, It collects in one place all 
the immigration statutes en- 
acted in fragments over 50 
years, This is a good job. No- 
body objects to it. This mod- 
ernization act which was the 
main reason for writing the 
McCarran-Walter act, will 
stand on the statute books un- 
touched, in all likelihood. 

2. The bill expressed a na- 
tional immigration policy. This 
is what the row is about. The 
policy is the same white su- 
premacy policy expressed in 
American laws for the last 25 
years. The terms are changed, 
but the principle remains. 

All immigration policy has two 
faces, a domestic face and a for- 
eign face. 

Preferred and Non-Preferred. 

From the domestic side this 
row over the policies of the Mc- 
Carran-Walter Act is akin to our 
domestic civil rights issue. It 
raises questions of first-class and 
second-class citizenship, of pre- 
ferred racial and religious groups 
and non-preferred groups. 

The foreign side is something 
we Americans little appreciate. 

How many Americans, for ex- 
ample, link our Asian exclusion 
act passed in 1924, with the Japa- 
nese campaign for an “Asia co-

and the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor in 1941? 

The State Department makes 
this connection plain. Outgoing 
Secretary of State Acheson has 
furnished the President’s study 
commission, headed by former 
Solicitor General Philip B. Perl- 
man, with a sober warning that 
the law continues resentments 
and creates new ones among 
dark-skinned peoples around the 
world. 

Stigma on Asians. 

The law substitutes for the 
Asian exclusion act a system of 
small quotas that in effect con- 
tinue the exclusion policy. It 
does something more. It places 
a stigma on persons of Asian 
descent. 

The law provides that a British 
subject living in London, say, 
born of an English father and 
Polynesian mother, cannot come 
to this country under the British 
quota. 

Because half his ancestry is 
Polynesian, he must come under 
the Polynesiag quota. This is so 
small that it practically excludes 
him. 

The law sets up this racial dis- 
crimination only against the de- 
scendants of people who live in 
a marked-off “Pacific-Asian tri- 
angle area.” The child of an 
English father and German moth- 
er, for example, could come in 
under the British quota. 


Colonial Quotas. 


Newly-imposed colonial quotas 
will cause resentment, too, the 


Opponents point out that 
the older the census used, the 
more the quotas prefer northern 
Europeans and discriminate 
against immigrants froth the 
Mediterranean lands, the Near 
East and Eastern Europe. They 
urge (a) using the 1950 census 
and (b) pooling unused quotas 
and assigning them to countries 
that will use them.

2. Exclusions and Deportations. 
The new law is more severe than 
old laws. It is claimed that natu- 
ralized Americans will be subject 
to “thought control” and perpet- 
ual supervision. 

3. Administrative Authority. 
Objectors want the hearings and 
appeals of the immigration serv- 
ice formalized and people given 
right to judicial review of deci- 
sions,

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Using the Atom for Power 


Gordon Dean, chairman of the Atomic Energy 


Commission, has made the cautious suggestion. 


that the time may have come to remove some of 


reactors for the production of electric power. 

Two and a half years after Charles Allen 
Thomas of Monsanto Chemical Co. made a simi- 
lar proposal, Mr. Dean has opened up this sub- 


ject for discussion by the next Congress. ‘The’ 


National Security Resources Board moves in the 
same direction by suggesting that proposed 
amendments ;to the Atomic Energy Act; looking 
toward greater private participation, be drafted. 

The possibility of permitting privately fi- 
nanced exploitation of atomic energy raises two 
problems. One is the problem of security. 
Chairman Dean concedes that the disclosure of 
some, atomic secrets to industrial concerns might 
also help “our hostile competitors,” but he be- 
lieves the risk is worth taking. Applying the 
technological resources of American industry to 


. atomic development, he thinks, would help our- 


selves more than it would help our international 
rivals. 

Equally important is the problem of main- 
taining publie control over atomic energy in the 
event that private enterprise were permitted to 
experiment in the field. Such development as 
we have had to date is the result of a great 
public investment which should not be licensed 
for private use without adequate safeguards to 
assure its use in the public interest. There must 
be practical guarantees against the use of atomic 
energy to build up private monopolies, and 
against irresponsible or unregulated exploita- 
tion of this vast new continent of scientific 
knowledge. 

The strongest argument for permitting pri- 
vately financed atomic experimentation is that 
this might speed the day of application of nu- 
clear energy to peacetime uses, Theoretically 
there is no reason why the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, upon instructions from Congress and 
the President, could not undertake power devel- 
opment as it has developed weapons. But the 
fact is that this has not happened. With few 
exceptions the single purpose of nuclear develop- 
ment under government monopoly has been 
military. 


Can private capital, uhder proper regulation, 
broaden our atomic horizon without sacrificing 
security and essential public control? The ques- 
tion needs thoughtful study and debate. 
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Now, Freeholders for Sewers. 

Creation of a Board of Freeholders from the 
city and county to plan a metropolitan sewer 
system is now happily assured. Certification of 
the city petition by the Board of Election Com- 
missioners has followed the certification of the 
county petition two days earlier. Under the 
Constitution the freeholders must be appointed 
within a very short time, and the officials who 
will do the selecting are beginning their delib- 
erations. 


It has. taken a great deal of hard work to 
bring thus far toward realization an improve- 
ment which has been. agitated for a quarter 
century. The first petition filed in the city last 
March was found to fall 2563 short of the 10,245 
signatures necessary, but good citizens, which in. 
this case meant tireless citizens, soon went about 
the task of working up a second petition. 


‘This background of vision, hard work, and 
refusal to be discouraged, should serve as a 
stimulus to the Board of Freeholders to carry 
the effort forward in the same spirit. City and 
county need a single integrated sewer system 
for their future growth @nd their present health. 
The combined storm and sanitary sewers in the 
city are old and overloaded, the systems in the 
county are grossly inadequate although there 
are more than 30 of them. 

More and more this metropolitan area is 
thinking of itself as one metropolitan area—for 
public transit as for sewer disposal. This practi- 
cal approach surmounts the barrier of the Mis- 
sissippi river and the Illinois state line in the 
case of the Bi-State Development Agency and 
thoughts about bridges. and airports. These are 
healthy signs. They show a sense of common in- 
terest which can help this metropolitan area 
become greater, through united effort, than the 
sum of its parts. 
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Steel Flows on the Delaware 

They lit a flame the other day under the 
first of nine open hearth furnaces at the new 
Fairless Works of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, on the Pennsylvania side of the Dela- 
ware valley. 

It was a special occasion for several reasons. 
The first steel poured at Morrisville marked 
the return of the steel industry to the East 
Coast, whence it migrated beyond the Susque- 
hanna more than 150 years ago. It marked 
the opening of a 400 million dollar integrated 
steel mill, the largest single steel project in 
the nation’s history. But most of all it symbol- 
ized the rapidly growing strength of America 
and the Western world in its defense effort. 

Before the Korean emergency the steel indus- 
try was widely criticized for reluctance to ex- 
pand its productive capacity. There is no re- 
luctance now. The Fairless Works represents 
only one phase of a nationwide program that 
will raise American capacity from 100 million 
tons a year to 120 million tons by next year. 

A 20 per cent expansion in this vital basic 
industry means much for defense and it means 


- quite as much for peace. A salute is in order 


for U.S. Steel and for the industry as a whole. 
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Home, Home on Four Wheels 

Americans are considered a highly restless 
people. A contemporary De Tocqueville might 
consider the automobile house trailer to be con- 
clusive proof that the pioneer spirit is not dead, 
and that Americans are still on the move, hell 
bent for election. 

So we are startled to discover that this con- 
clusion cannot be based on any statistics about 
house trailers. Olga Curtis of INS has delved 
into the sociology of traijer life, and found 
that most trailers are parked, more or less per- 
manently, in the country’s 12,000 trailer parks. 

It is true that some two million citizens live 
on wheels. They invest a good deal in this form 
of real estate—an average of perhaps $5000 a 
coach. Some more expensive trailers even in- 
clude radiant heat, air conditioning, automatic 
washers and disposal units and two-story bed- 
rooms with astradomes. 

But it is not true that the trailer folk are 
Always on the Go, wagging their trailers behind 
them. About 27 per cent are servicemen and 
their families; about 63 per cent, construction 
workers. They have jobs to do, use trailers to 
keep their families with them, but seldom go 
anywhere unless they have to. 

The remaining 10 per cent does include some 
restless roamers. Many are retired couples who 
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_ Osteopaths and the Hospitals 


A medical question which has been agitating 
Missouri the last decade has been brought to a 
head. Osteopaths must be admitted to tax-sup- 
ported hospitals, the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
has just decided. 

The appellate court, to which the Missouri 
Supreme Court referred the case last Jan- 
vary on the grounds that it itself lacked jurisdic- 
tion, upholds the decision of Judge Sam C. Blair 
in Cole County Circuit Court. Judge Blair 
handed down: the opinion two years ago that 
a 1940 ruling by the trustees of Audrain County 
Hospital, at Mexico, excluding Ssteopaths, was 
“unreasonable, discriminatory and void.” Prior 
to the 1940 ruling osteopaths had practiced free- 
ly in the hospital. ® 


What are the main arguments for and against? 
They were stated in a debate in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion on this page nine years ago. Dr. 
C. E. Still of Kirksville, an osteopath, said the 
voters of Callaway county had elected County 
Hospital trustees pledged to admit qualified os- 
teopathic physicians and surgeons; that non- 
tax-supported hospitals would not be affected; 
and that only osteopaths who proved them- 
selves qualified could be admitted to tax-syp- 
ported institutions. 


Henry S. Caulfield, former Governor of Mis- 
souri and then St. Louis Director of Public 
Welfare, argued that mandatory opening of tax- 
supported hospitals to osteopaths would deprive 
the hospitals of their standing with the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. Since they would no 
longer be accredited, he said, they would lose 
their interns, their nurses in training, their Red 
Cross nursing aids, and their federal grants. 

The issue, as may accordingly ‘be seen, is far 
from a simple one. The Missouri State Medical 
Association will decide at the spring meeting of 
its house of delegates whether to appeal the rul- 
ing—presumably to the United States Supreme 
Court—or “seek relief’ in legislation, so its 
president, Dr. J. William Thompson, says. Mean- 
while, a state trustee for the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Osteopathic Physicians and Surgeons, Dr. 
James D. Hicks, says osteopaths plan no con- 
certed efforts to practice in tax-supported hospi- 
tals, particularly in metropolitan areas. ° 

Affected more deeply and in larger numbers 
than either medical doctors or osteopaths are 
the patients of both. Their interests suggest the 
practice of that great healing technique, modera- 
tion, along with further enlightening discussion 
to indicate where and how the public interest 
is involved. 
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Can. Pick Stands Admonished 


There is a cynical belief that, so far as the 
record goes, generals never make mistakes— 
which is to say, that when generals do make 


_ mistakes, the record never shows it. 


This popular conviction promises to be 
strengthened by the case of Lieut. Gen. Lewis 
A. Pick, retiring Chief of Army Engineers, who 
was in charge of building the Moroccan air 
bases. Charges of waste and inefficiency on this 
job, which was supposed to cost $300,000,000 but 
is actually going to cost more than $500,000,000, 
shocked the Senate Preparedness Investigating 
subcommittee headed by Senator Lyndon John- 
son of Texas. Also shocking tp the committee 
was Gen. Pick’s testimony, in which he pooh- 
poohed all criticisms and gave the impression 
that everything was going nicely with the air 
bases. 

The committee demanded that the Army as- 


‘ 


sign civilian experts to survey the whole base 
project, and take “appropriate action” in regard 


to Gen. Pick. Secretary of the Army Pace indi- 


cates that the civilian experts did not criticize 
the project too harshly, and assures Congress 
that construction is now proceeding on “a sound 
and efficient basis.” Secretary of the Air Force 
Finletter says he does not agree with all the 
charges made against the project but that the 
investigation has “taught us lessons of great 
value about our construction planning.”

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Taking the Bull Horn by the Horns 


Dedicated As we are to the proposition that 
some polite relief from the usual automobile 
horn is wanted, we cannot convince ourselves 
that the bull horn is it. This horn, as adver- 
tised, is said to have been “designed as a 
‘cattle caller’ for stockmen,” and the adver- 
tiser goes on to say: “Its gentle moo or full- 
throated bawl are a polite relief from usual car 
signals.” 3 

The usual signal, in our experience, is a 
screech, or wail, each apparently uttered by a 
competently-trained and licensed banshee. We 
do not care for them. Some motorists have 
lately perfected the art of releasing these 
noises when precisely opposite the open win- 
dow of the car they are passing, so that the full 
force of the blast enters the unfortunate ma- 
chine and reverberates as in a loud-speaker. 
Low ‘as our opinion is of the screech and 
wail, we would not hastily replace‘them with 
the moo and bawl. 

Our guess is that hearing a gentle moo be- 
hind one might not only fail to be soothing, it 
might be unsettling. No one, particularly when 
bucking a morning or evening rush hour, ex- 
actly wants to feel that a cow has broken into 


the line of traffic. This would apply with special ~ 


force to people who are timid around cattle

Charges of news slanting during presidential campaign have led 
to several proposals for a thorough inquiry; Oregon newspaper 
of joins the demand and urges that study be made by an impartial 
agency; whatever the conclusion, facts should be widely publicized. 


An Editorial in the Oregon Journal, Portland 


During the presidential campaign there 
was a great deal of talk about the “one- 
party press,” that is, the fact that the 
nation’s newspapers favored Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s election approximately nine to one. 


‘Charges also: were made and widely pub- 
licized that the pro-Eisenhower press not 
only supported the Republican nominee 
editorially, but gave slanted news cover- 
age of the campaign. 

Thoughtful writers such as Roscoe 
Drummond, chief of the Washington bu- 
reau of The ris- 
tian Science Moni- 
tor, wrote, after 
trailing both LEisen- 
hower and Steven- 
son, that “the Demo- 
cratic nominee is 
getting considerably 
less than an even 
break in the news 
columns of the daily 
ewspapers across 

e country.” 

He charged that 
“my own daily ob- 
servations on this 
matter lead me to 
the conclusion that 
much of the daily press is committing a 
serious offense against its readers—and 
against the canons of responsible journal- 
ism—in showing a marked one-sidedness 
in covering the news of this campaign 
and in slanting much of the news it does 
cover.” He repeated his criticism in Eu- 
gene after the election. 

Other and less responsible charges were 
made, during and since the election. 

This has led Editor and Publisher, offi- 
cial trade magazine of the newspaper in- 
dustry, to advocate “a fair trial’ for the 
nation’s press. Just before the election 
it advocated an impartial, extensive. scien- 
tific study to reveal the exact degree of 
fairness, or lack of it, in the presidential 
campaign. 

In its Nov. 15 edition it repeated its de- 
mand for this kind of survey and offered 
to contribute to its cost. It suggested that

the survey be made by the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors, declaring: 
“They should give the people the facts.” 
Sigma Delta Chi, at its national conyen- 
tion in Denver, approved almost .unani- 
mously a resolution offering to sponsor 
such a survey and stggesting that an im- 
partial foundation bé d to make if. 
We, too! favor such a™survey. We be- 
lieve that it should be made.on a wide- 
spread and scientific basis and that the 
results, whether favorable or unfavorable 
to the press, should be widely publicized. 


And we like the idea of persuading an ™. 


impartial agency to make the survey so 


that the results will be beyond contro- 


versy. 

Such a survey will include, naturally, 
actual measurements of the news and pic- 
ture space devoted to the two presidential 
candidates and their principal spokesman. 
More important, it should include not only 
the quantitative coverage of the campaign 
but the qualitative coverage as well. 

Position and “play” of news stories are 
more important, generally, than the mere 
number of column inches devoted to can- 
didates. Editorial slanting of news stories 
also demands careful analysis. 

Our own observation of the newspaper 
treatment of-the Eisenhower-Stevenson 
race convinces us that both Portland news- 
papers and most upstate Oregon news- 
papers leaned over backwards to give fair 
news treatment to both candidates, regard- 
less of editorial policy. 

Most responsible papers of the East did 
likewise. Unfortunately we cannot say as 
much for some of the press. Certain 
newspapers, news magazines and commen- 
tators tended to permit their news cover- 
age to “follow” editorial policy. 

We agree with Editor and Publisher 
which Says: 

“If an impartial study reveals that the 
news treatment of the campaign was pre- 
dominantly fair to both candidates, then 
that fact should be widely publicized. If 
it is found that it was unfair, that too

Christmas trees will be plentiful in Ice- 
land this year as it has just been an- 
nounced that the trees will be imported 
from Norway.

The Christmas season in Iceland starts 
at 6 o'clock on the night of Dec. 24. 
Church bells throughout the island chime 
for 30 minutes to an hour as a symbol of 
ringing in the holy season. 

The Icelanders are famous for their cake 
baking at Christmas time. For a week or 
10 days before Christmas the housewives 
bake cakes to be used during the holidays. 
It is not unusual to see a selection of 20 
or 25 cakes on the coffee table at this time. 

At 6 o'clock on Christmas eve, all the 
members of the famfly go to church, ex- 
cept one or two who stay at home to 
finish decorating the Christmas tree, for 
the tree is not put up until that night. 
When the family returns from church they 
have a special Christmas dinner and after- 
wards the gifts are passed out and un- 


wrapped. On this night the family stays 
at home and enjoys the Christmas spirit 
with the closest relatives. On Christmas 
day visits are exchanged between rela- 
tives, and cakes and coffee are given top 
priority. 

The twenty-sixth is also celebrated and 
is called the Second Day of Christmas. On 
this day all the ballrooms open and large 
dances are held all over the island. 


The Christmas season lasts fér 13 days, 
during which time the Christmas trees are 
left standing. The trees are decorated in 
the same manner as in the United States,- 
except wax candles are used in some 
and bags of candy are placed all over the 
tree for everyone to enjoy.

THELMA, by Vera Caspary, (Little Brown & Co., Boston, 

342 pgs., $3.50).

It was only natural 
that when Thelma

BLOOD DISEASE LAD 
TO MENTAL STRESS 


Doctor Reports Rare Ailment 
of Cells Masquerades 


as Polycythemia. 


BERKELEY, Calif., Dec. 2 (UP) 
—Identification of a disease which 
masquerades as polycythemia, a 
disturbance of the blood cells, was 
reported today by Dr. John Law- 
rence, director of the Donner Lab- 
oratory at the University of Cali- 
fornia. 


Dr. Lawrence, together with his 
collaborator, Dr. N. I. Berlin, dis- 
covered the “relative polycythe- 


|mia” while making studies of 215 


patients afflicted with the rare 
blood disease. 

The scientists found that 18 of 
the 215 patients exhibited the 
same symptoms, but a study of 
their blood disclosed a normal 
number of red blood cells—a 
marked difference from true 
polycythemia cases. 

“Relative polcythemia” is be- 
lieved by Dr. Lawrence to be 
caused by prolonged emotional 
disturbances and is therefore a 
mental rather than a physical dis- 
edse. 

Discovery of the false disease, 
he said, was prompted by research 
among the Indian tribes of the 
Andes in ePru. There is was 
found that great stress of the 
body when exposed to high alti- 
tudes for prolonged periods could 
cause simulation of the symptoms 
of true polcythemia. 

The same pattern was found 
among patients studied under 
clinical conditions. Those with 
“relative polyehtmia” were dis- 
covered to have been under se- 
vere stress brought about by a 
mental condition.

POPE’S BROADCAST 
WEDNESDAY TO BE 
APPEAL FOR PEACE 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 22 (AP) 
—Pope Pius will broadcast his 
annual Christmas plea for peace 
Wednesday. The Vatican radio 
plans to beam it round the world 
in 24 languages.

hower administration. 

The study, made at the request 
of Commerce Secretary Charles 
Sawyer, criticized ‘“inconsisten- 
cies” and “confusion” in the in- 


térpretation and administration of | 


anti-trust statutes. 
‘Conference Section’ Urged. 
The council proposed estab- 
lishment of a “conference sec- 
tion” in the Justice Department 
to help avoid “costly, drawn-out 
litigation.” 
“There is reason to believe that 
fully 90 per cent of the cases 
arising in the anti-trust field can 
be solved by preliminary confer- 
ence,” the council said. | 
As part of this setup, the coun- 
ceil said, business men should be 
able to get “authoritative ruling” 
on particular business practices 
to. prevent “unwitting conflict 
with the Government.” This pro- 
cedure wold be similar to ad- 
vance rulings on tax matters 
which business men can get from 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, it 
said.

establishment of “one or more 
objective review boards” consist- 
ing of business men, engineers, 
economists, and non-prosecuting 
lawyers. 

Such a board would discuss 
problems in any particular case 
with all persons involved to in- 
sure that commencement of a 
court case conforms to national 
policy.

Old Wives’ Tale

N this second half of the twentieth cev.tury it 1s startling

How It Started

“Cannon” and the “Cane”— 
and More. 

HE Great American who first 
T said, “Speak softly and carry 

a big stick,” doubtless had in 
mind the cannon which would 
serve the nation as a big stick. 
Had~he used “a big cane,” his 
words would have been almost in- 


terchangeable. For “cannon” and 


“cane” have the same essential 
meaning, in fact they share a 
common origin in the Latin 
“canna.” 7 

Cane and cannon signify, first 
of all, a tube or a pipe, that is, 
something “reed” shaped. This is 
the meaning of “canna,” the Latin 
end-product of a root in Hebrew 
and Arabic, as well as in the 
Greek, whence it started its trav- 
els in our direction. How the 
original tube or pipe-shaped ob- 
ject became the staff which we 
kno\. as a “cane,” requires no ex- 
planation. 

A further cry from the original 
reed or pipe is “cannon” as a 
name for a great gun. However, 
illustrations of this particular 
kind of firearm show it to’ be 
basically a hollow cylindrical ob- 
ject, and so its naming by the 
French as “canon,” should not be 
difficult to understand. From the 
French it came into English. 

There is still another facet to 
this word, which makes it still 
more interesting; and that is the 
canon as a rule or law. Its usage 
is first of all ecclesiastical, in ref- 
erence to a rule or doctrine, a 
law enacted by church authorities. 
But the term serves figuratively 
as well. And how would you ex- 
plain this? Out of original 
“reed” or “rod,” came the Latin 
“canon,” a measuring rule. From 
this rule it seems simple enough 
to extend the term to a rule of 
doctrine or discipline.

Fix It Yourself 


Check House Draining System. 


HIS is a good time of year 

for a lot of odd and interest- 

ing jobs such as inspecting 
the house drainage system to be 
sure that it will get you through 
the next few months without dif- 
ficulties. Drainage system head- 
aches are bad at any time of the 
year but they are a little worse 
when it gets cold. 

If you have a septic tank or 
‘cesspool that has not been cleaned 
out in the past few years, better 
have it checked now and cleaned 
if necessary. 

If there is a lot of gurgling 
of water in the main house sewer 
line it can be caused by a partial 
stoppage at some point. Best 
thing to do is get a plumber’s 
snake, remove one of the clean- 
out plugs from the line and work 
the snake through so that any 
obstruction is either pushed 
through or broken up so it will 
flow out of the line.

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also be checked to be sure that 
the waste water flows quickly and 
quietly down. These lines can

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OW can I make my children get along better with 
each other?” | 

Parents ask us this question perhaps as much 
as any other. If we knew a good general answer we would 
eertainly give it to them, and to you. (“Getting Along With 
Brothers and Sisters” by Frances Ullmann is a booklet on 
thig subject which you may find interesting, It can be 
erdered from Science Research Associates, 228 South Wabash 
avenue, Chicago 4, Ill. There is also a new book “Brothers 
and Sisters,” by Edith Neisser, published by Harpers.) 

At any rate, this is a hard question to answer. Be- 
eause the answer, if there is one, varies with each family 
situation, and even from year to year within any one family. 
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HOWEVER, IT FREQUENTLY comes to our attention 
as we talk with the teen-agers, that the situation is some- 
times not as bad as it looks on the surface. 

Often we find that even brothers and sisters who do 
actually get on badly together are at least giving the situation 
some thought. They are thinking about their relationship with 
the others in the family, wondering why things go wrong, 
figuring out how and when the situation may improve. 

So, often long before things actually have improved to 
such extent that you can notice it, your children themselves 
are working toward better relations with each other.

WE WOULD LIKE to tell you today what one girl, the 
middle sister in a family of three, told us about how she 
got along with her sisters. It will illustrate the complexity of 
the whole situation when viewed from the child’s point of view. 

We' had asked this girl how she got along with her 
younger sister. She told us, “Well, Tilly at this stage is a pain 
in the neck. She's always fidgeting around and kicking here 
and hitting there. And I just don’t have enough energy to 
hit back; so I just yell at her, and that upsets her. Later 
I'll resist her better and she won't find it as attractive to 
bother me, but right now I feel as if I'm going through a 
stage where everything bothers me; I’m sort of touchy. 
Before, I sort of treated her as if we both were children; 
but now I’m more different and she teases me. 

“She used to tease our older sister, Patty, an awful 
lot; in fact we both did. But now I’m more on Patty’s side. 
I find her awfully convenient. I can tell her things and 
she understands. But sometimes, as nice as she is, I seem 
to have something against Patty. She will suggest our doing 
something together, and then, even though I kind) of want to 
do it, I don't do it. I think it’s just because she’s an 
elder sister and I kind of resent it. It’s awfully complicated. 
But I think I'll get over that pretty soon.” , 

From this self-analysis you may suspect that even though 
things had not been going entirely smoothly among these 
three girls, since one of the sisters can analyze the situation 


. even to this extent, a general improvement is definitely

‘Pop’ Jewell Provides Free 24-Hour Taxi Service—Home Open to All Students Night and Day 
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when they painted the house that 
is like a second. home to them. 
It was an expression of their grat- 
itude to him for being an all-year 


‘Santa Claus to them. 


It all adds up to the fact that 
F. M. Jewell has become known 
as the friendliest man in the col- 
lege town of Carlinville and the 
people all say they doubt whether 
a friendlier man is to be found 
anywhere. 

Jewell used to be professor of 
biology at Blackburn College. 
That was back between 1919 and 
1924. In the course of his teach- 
ing he became interested in the 
making of biological models, first 
for the students’ study and later 
for wider use as scientific equip- 
ment in various fields. all over 
the world. 

Turning from teaching in the 
academic sense, Jewell concen- 
trated upon making the models. 
For 10 years, up to 1935, he was 
on the staff of a Chicago biologi- 
cal supply house, and then re- 
turned to Carlinville and estab- 
lished Jewell Models, the first 
concern of the kind to be started 
in the United States. 

By then there were three 
daughters, Shirley, Marjorie and 
Mary, who in turn became stu- 
dents at Blackburn. That was the 
beginning of Jewell’s interest in 
the students in a personal way. 
The girls were always bringing 
home friends from the college. 
After the three finished their 
schooling, Jewell and his wife en- 
couraged the students to keep 
coming. After Mrs. Jewell died 
in 1945, Jewell was lonely and 
turned wholeheartedly to giving 
his life to students and entering 
fully into their lives. 

While the girls were still at 
home he had become accustomed 
to carrying their friends back and 
forth in his car. That was a good 
starting point in establishing and 
maintaining pleasant’ relations 
with an increasing number of 
them after the daughters had 
gone away. The college is sit- 
uated at the edge of town, a mile 
from the public square and the 
business center and there is no 
public transportation. Jewell, 
whose interest in the college con- 
tinued unabated, was frequently 
on the campus and he made a 
point of picking up students go- 
ing and coming. “Going my 
way?” he would call and pick 
them up. If they were not going 
his way he would go their way, 
taking them wherever they want- 
ed to go, no matter how far out
